Dr. Joseph E. Irvine, a dentist of
Kirklyn, Delaware County, was in-
jured this morning when, to escape a
fire that swept his new home, he jumped
from n second-story window,

Dr. Irviue had only recently pur-
chased the property, located on Lin-
&len avenue In the D. F. Ryan tract.
He moved In yesterday from bLis for-
mer home at Fiftioth and Plne streets,
He has offices at~22 South Fifty-sec-
ond streets,

His wife and twa echildren were at
the seashore, and, although they wanted
to spend the first night in the new
house, he told them he ecould steaighten
ont the furniture himself and advised

The fire was discovered shortly be-
fore 2:10 o'clock. Dr. Irvine was
aslevp,in the second-story front room,
and was awepkened by smoke., Wrap-
ping n towel about his head, he groped
around until he reached the head of
the stairway, but lere he foand his
escape shut off by the flames.

Leaps to Escape Flames

Unfamiliar with the house and not
wishing to tnke n chance on the back
passageway, Dr, Irvine ran to the front
of the house and threw the windows
open, This crented a strong draft
which sent the flames roaring up the
stalrway,  Feurjng that he would be
burned to deat if he remnlned where
be was another wminute, Dr, Irvine
climbed out on the poreh room. dropped
to the ground and fell unconselous, -

Five Have Disappeared There'
Since July 1, Making Iden-
tification Difficult

CRIME REVEALED BY DOG;
FARMER CALLS CORONER

Identified by Woman as Krew-
son Wrightley, by Another
as Indian Farmhand

The body of a murdered man, tied up
in burlap sacking, was found Inte yes-
terdny afternoon in a thicket nenr the
old Yardley rond, a mile from Newtown,
Pa.

Positive identification of the body
has not been made. Filve men have

inexplirably vanished from Newtown
aina'e July 1, and he may be one of the
ve.

The authorities believe it probable,
however, that the body is that of Krew-
son Wrightley, n middle-aged carpenter,
who boarded at the home of Mrs. Willet
Hibbs, of Newtown. Wrightley disap-
peared on July 20 and was never seen
again.

The body wns discovered by a man
and a dog. It is belleved to have
lain {n the thicket for nearly six weeks,
The thicket is on the farm of Zepnia
, And is known as ‘‘the double
wonds."’

The spot where the body lay is about
800 yards from a back road to Trenton
and concealed from a parrow path by
a thick growth of weeds,

Dog Leads Farmer to Body
A young farmer, Wilfred Doan, was |
returning with his dog from a short
gunning trip. Dreaking from Lis master
the dog darted into the weeds. Doan
followed and saw the animal pawing at
a water-sonked pile of burlap. he
burlap, Doan discovered, was one used
as sacking for phosphate, He lifted off
eight layers of it and eame upon the
¥,
Doan ran to his farmhouse and tele-
phoned to Coroner White at Ioyles-
town, The Coroner drove at once to the
place and nfter a glanee at the body de-
cided an Iimmediate investigation was
impossible, He ordered the body re-
moved to the morgue at Newtown.
The clothing had greatly deteriorated,
Particles of a shirt and outer clothing
bowever, and a pair of euf links, led
Ito the belief that the body was Wright-

ey,

Stacy B. Brown, Newtown -under-
taker, who took charge of the body,
knew Wrightley well. A shoe found on
the body bhad an Incisida over the out-
side of the vamp. Such an incision was
found also on a shoe left in Wright-
ley's room.

'The color of the hair corresponded to
W rirhtle:'n. Mrs. Hibbs, after lookin
at the body, declared herself eunvlneeﬁ
that it was that of her boarder.

Another Identification Nade

On the other hand, Joseph Rich, a
farmer of Newtown, declared the body
to be that of Russell Driver, a farm-
band employed on his place.

Driver was an Indian, born and
raised In Newtown, who, after getting
his pay from Rich on July 1, promisey
to return the following morning, but
has never been seen, He had a wife
and several children in Newtown.

The body, when Doan discovered it,
lay face down. The head was imbedded
In the ground.

A soft collar and a cheap eravat were
pressed Into the ground wunderneath
the body.

The executive council will he
arked to conslder them, though it can-
not take aetion to eall n strike."!

The resolutions and demands, Mr,
Gompers declared, Indicated a state of
mind in labor circles more intlanmed
than ever before, and le consigered
them important to that extent, It was
said that most of them came to federa«
tion hendquarters before the Federal
Court restraining order was issned yes-
terday at Chicago against all railroad
strikers upon the appeal of Attorney
General Daugherty.
